As soon as we entered the world 
conflict, our government sent word 
to the great electrical companies that 
it wanted a reliable, effective radio 
telephone right away. 
Immediately 
hundreds of experts, engineers, phy­ 
sicians and chemists began to eat and 
drink and dream radio telephony. 
And they made the telephones ac­ 
cording to every government specify 
cation. 
Say the radio men, we were 
five years ahead of the enemy in this 
science during the years of the war. 
Then came peace. 
The companias 
that had worked so hard and so joy­ 
ously to help the government fount 
that* their labors were going to bear 
fruit a hundredfold in the shape of a 
brand-new means of rapid and inter­ 
esting communication.

Has he succeeded? 
You have only 
to go out into the night and look up 
at the sky. 
Above you in the blue 
flying across the face of the moon, 
are the scudding ether-borne messag­ 
es, neighborly gossip, “Celeste Aida,” 
by Caruso, reproduced on the phono­ 
graph, its liquid notes transmitted 
far across the sea, perhaps even 
sounding in the land of the singer s 
birth. 
Up there In the starlight 
night hisses the great trans-Atlantic 
wireless, dot, dash, dot dot dash, tell­ 
ing of the death of a king or the 
marriage of a princess. Borne on the 
chill winds there are also the softest 
of lullabies 
and 
the sweetest 
of 
thousand-year-old fairy stories told 
by “The Man in the Moon” to thous­ 
ands of delighted, tho sleepy, little 
children snuggled close by their own 
firesides. 
It is all there in the air above, but 
you may not hear it with your human 
ears. 
You must turn to the magic 
that has been created to serve you.

science has harnessed, that eclipse 
with their magic the slaves of Alad­ 
din’s lamp;

you to hear the very music of the 
spheres. 
To install a wireless receiving sta­ 
tion is not a complicated operation. 
One needs only the price— anywhere 
from $25 to $250 upward. 
Also, if 
one lives in an apartment, one needs 
the consent of one’s landlord. 
Land­ 
lord’s, say the radio enthusiasts, are 
not apt to be susceptible to the ro­ 
mance of wireless. 
They generally 
regard the aerial antennae as an eye­ 
sore and a fire menace. 
Of course, 
the eyesore business is a matter of 
taste and, therefore, not debatable 
but, so the experts declare, there Is 
absolutely no danger from the wires, 
correctly installed. 
It is a bit more difficult to get a 
sending set, but not by any means 
impossible. 
You must be able to 
read a few words of the Internation­ 
al Communication Code, enough to 
understand any strident telegraphic 
orders “ to get off the air” from the 
big wireless at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, which does not condescend to 
the wave length of the telephone. 
You will get this command whenever 
there’s a ship sending S. O. S. from 
far out at sea.

as an am ateur operator, to refrain 
from transmitting, altho you may lis 
ten all you please to the hiss and 
crackle of the dot and dash signal 
as the huge naval station speeds 
ships and men to the rescue. 
At present, no am ateur may send 
on more than a 200-meter wav-; 
length, nor is he permitted to develop 
more than one kilowatt of power. 
He is the lowest in the scale, and if 
he is anywhere in their neighborhood 
he can no more interrupt the 360- 
meter wave length broadcasting con­ 
cert or the 1,000 to 25,000 meter 
wave length trans-Atlantic wireless 
than the buzzing of a mosquito can 
drown out the roar al a subway ex­ 
press train.

at sea that a dance was held. 
Even with these handicaps, the 
newest 
science 
is 
making 
great 
strides of progress. 
The men work­ 
ing at it are working with the very 
fundamental laws of nature. 
And 
not the least fascinating part of their 
work is the glimpse it gives them, 
now and then, into realms that were 
never before dreamed 
of in any 
man’s philosophy. 
However, the ordinary man, not 
possessing a couple of hundred-foot 
steel towers, several thousand feet of 
copper wire and a hundred thousand 
watts or so of electric energy, can’t 
talk to Europe over the wireless yet, 
unless he happens to make a freak 
test like that of Robinson of Keyport. 
Machinery hasn’t been constructed 
that will force “Old Man Static” to 
“get off the wire.” 
At that, tho, 
there is a rumor that everybody in 
the radio game hasn’t been confirm­ 
ed, to the effect that a certain big 
New York corporation has plans all 
completed for a great plant to be 
erected this year Oi next that will 
make 
conversations 
with 
London, 
Paris or Berlin just as feasible as 
talking to St. Louis or Chicago. 
With all the things of a radio tele­ 
phone has done or can do or is gom*, | 
to do, there are some things it can 
not do, and they should be listed 
here. 
In the first place, it can’t give 
you any privacy. 
The world’s infor­ 
mation is yours if you have a radio 
telephone, and also whatever infor­ 
mation you intrust to the air belongs 
to the whole world. Then, two trans­ 
mitting sets of anywhere near the 
same power can not operate together 
in the same neighborhood. The ether 
lanes seem to congest very easily. 
Third, no means have yet been found 
of counteracting the effect of high 
buildings on the passage of the v i­ 
brations carrying wireless messages. 
The best receiving set in the world is ; 
helpless when it is placed low down 
near a skyscraper that towers be- | 
tween it and the sources of whatever 
signals it is supposed to receive. This 
is what has forced them to give up 
for the present the idea of equipping 
policemen with miniature radio tele­ 
phones.

GREAT CAREER OF 
WILLIAMS IS ENDED 


Bert Williams, world-famous co­ 
median, has taken his final curtain 
call. 
To everyone here and abroad 
the news that Bert Williams is gone 
will be received with the shock of a j 
man who has lost a friend. 
Bert Williams, a universally pop 
alar star, had the unusual ability to 
put into his songs and stories the 
humorous quality and philosophy of , 
the negro race. 
A short time ago 
Williams summed up his secret of : 
making people laugh in these words: 
“You know there is nothing so funny 
as seeing other people in trouble. 
Of 
course the emphasis must be placed 
on the fact that the trouble belongs 
to somebody else. 
A real sense of 
humor is to put yourself in another s 
place and laugh at your own misfor­ 
tune.” 
Williams was born at New Prov i­ 
dence, Nassau, in the British Baha­ 
mas. 
His 
grandfather, 
who 
was 
white, was Danish and Spanish con­ 
sul to the Bahamas, and married a 
quadroon. 
When he was two years 
old Frederick Williams, father of the 
comedian, was brought to New York. 
Here he learned the trade of papie 
mache maker, which brought him 
into contact with the theatrical peo­ 
ple. 
It was thru this association th at 
Bert as a boy made his first ac­ 
quaintances among New \ ork stage 
folk. 
From New York, Frederick W il­ 
liams moved to Riverside, California, 
where Bert was educated and was 
graduated from tim Riverside high 
school. 
His aim had been to become 
a civil engineer. 
His interest in the 
theatre plays had been keen, how­ 
ever, and unable to resist the urge, 
he started as a member of a little 
company of minstrels. 
From that 
time he progressed steadily, winning 
the good will of his public and tho 
respect of his associates. 
In 
1903, when the Williams & 
W alker 
Company 
played 
at 
the 
Shafesbury theatre in London, WU 
Hams was invited to attend a lawn 
party at Buckingham Palace to en­ 
tertain guests at the birthday cele­ 
bration of the prince of Wales. 
H ;s 
demeanor so delighted royalty that 
he remained until his death a favor­ 
ite with Londoners. 
After the illness of Walker, hii 
partner, became permanent a few 
years ago, Williams carried on alone. 
He took care of the man who had 
been his team-mate until the latter’^ : 
death. 
Booker T. Washington once wrote 
of Williams: 
“ Bert Williams is a 
tremendous asset of the negro race. I 
The fact of his success aids the negro 
many times more than he could have , 
helped the race by merely contenting , 
himself to whine about racial diffi­ 
c u l t . 
The fact is the American 
people are ready to honor any man 
who does something worth while, ir­ 
respective of his coldr.” 
vt the time preceding his^ death, 
Williams was appearing in “Under 
the Bamboo Tree.” 
Ho suffered a 
breakdown 
in 
Detroit 
and 
was | 
taken to his home in New York City, 
ill of pneumonia, where he died. 
It seems impossible to believe we ; 
have seen the world-famous Williams 
walk and the humorous poker-game 
pantom inc for the last time; 
that 
the voice which made such songs as 
“ XoUxiv” and “Woodman Spare That 
Tree,” “Everybody W ants the Key to 
My Collar” and “When the Moon 
Shines on the Moonshine,” classics 
tho world over, is still. 
Fortunately 
the genius of Bert Williams has not i 
died. 
For a number of veai;s, the 
songs and stories of the great color-"!
